Bread is the staff of life; and the staff of 
bread. is. yeast. ._The palatableness and conse- 
“quent strength of the bread-staff depends upon 
its lightness, and the housewife’ who knows 
nothing of the chemical action, and has not 
heard of carbonic acid gas, has, nevertheless, 
learned that she must have -it ‘‘light.” Light- 
ness. that just: stops short of sourness is the de- 
sideratum in bread-making, as ‘shortness,’ 
without over-richness, is that of the pastry 
cook, . For itis. not just. to condemn pie as the- 
key to that chamber of horrors, dyspepsia. 
There are pies and pies. The ten-minutes-for- 
refreshments pie, like the. cruller and sponge- 
cake of the same genus, verily does open the 
gates of the Inferno. That the’ crust of this 
pie is cut bya die-press of immense power 
from worn-out car-wheels and filled with 
stewed scrap-iron may not be susceptible of 
proof, but we do not assert the contrary; yet 
the genuine’ pie, made by a few possessors of 
ths happy secret, the pie whdse crust breaks 
because’ made. to be broken, and is itself both 
fulfillment: and promise of the contents, isa 
creation. to be always eaten when within 
reach, respected for its virtues ever, and to be 
desired by all who have it not.
